Sovereignty Right, Says Hughes. 


In today’s meeting it is understood 
that Mr. Hughes reminded Dr. Pueyrre- 
don of the latter’s stand on Saturday 
in favor of the absolute sovereignty of 
nations and declared that the right of 
assessing tariffs and taxes was the very 
fundamental precept of sovereignty. In 
addition, the American chairman is said 
to have asserted that if the right of the 
Pan-American Union to meddle in 
tariff matters were included in the 
preamble to a convention, this instru- 
ment would stand very little chance of 
being ratified not only by the Ameri- 
can Senate but probably by the legis- 
lature of almost all American Repub- 
lics, including that of Argentina. 

Tariff matters, for the very reason 
that they affect so deeply the sovereign 
powers of nations, Mr. Hughes is un- 
derstood to have told the subcommit- | 
tee, should better be left to bilatera] 
negotiation between countries. Blanket 
provisions in collective treaties would 
defeat their very purpose because they 
never would be ratified. 

After the meeting Ambassador Pueyr- 
redon said he still maintained his posi- 
tion in the belief that specific refer- 
ence to tariff matters would have to 
be included in the preamble. He added 
that he would continue to insist upon 
that point in future meetings, the next 
one of which is scheduled for Wednes- 
day morning. 


Status of Union Debated. 


The question whether the Pan-Amer- 
ican Conference should conclude a con- 
vention toregulate the status of the Pan- 
American Union, or whether the union 
should continue to exist, as heretofore. 
by virtue of unanimous resolutions of 
the conference, came again today before 
the committee on Pan-American Union 
affairs. This question, it was supposed, 
had been disposed of a week ago. After 
two hours’ discussion today it was 
referred to the subcommittee which is 
preparing a preamble to the conven- 
tion, 

Charles .£. Hughes, head of the 
American delegation: Honorio Pueyrre- 
don, Argentina; Gustavo Guerrero, of 
Salvador, and Judge Urbina, of Mexico.

American Union at any time, but it 
must pay its share of the expenses for 
the current fiscal year. 


Convention Voted Befor.e 


At a previous meeting the committee 
had voted unanimdéusly in favor of a

Today, however, it 
was pointed out that the convention 
would not become effective until all of 
the 21 republics had ratified the agree- 
ment. Several speakers pointed out 
the likelihood of some powers refusing 
ratification, in which case the union 
would cease to exist.

Lindbergh Hides in Clouds, 
Ahead of Schedule in Haiti 


Flies Around at Altitude of 6,000 Feet in Order to Land 
at Port-au-Prince at Exact Hour Set; Crowd of 


6,000, Led by Officials, Greets Him. 


Port-au-Prince, Haiti, Feb. 6 (A.P.). 
After circling lazily in a great white 
cloud bank at an elevation of 6,000 
feet, killing time, so that he might ar- 
rive at Port-au-Prince on the exact 
minute, Col. Charles.A, Lindbergh, fly- 
ing from Santo Domingo, made a dra- 
matic appearance over the flying field 
here today. The Spirit of St. Louls had 
been sighted at 1:30 about 20 miles to 
the north and then was lost to view. 
The flier made a long detour and sud- 
denly approached the city from the 
south at an elevation of 500 feet. 

The plane then circled to the east, 
straightened out and came on the field 
like ap arrow to a safe, easy landing, 
controlled with consummate, breath- 
taking skill. It rounded and came to 
a full stop exactly at 2 o’clock, the hour 
Lindbergh haid said he would be here. 

In the aerial trip from Santo Do- 
where he took off at 11 a. m., 
Lindbergh passed over and was report- 
ed from Sartiago de Los Caballeros and 
Cape Haitien.

Senator Willis last week received the 
indorsement of the Republican State 
central committee, ‘and if Hoover 
accepts the invitation of the Ohio 
committee the battle between the two 
factions will be definitely in progress. 


Will it Is Said. 

Formal announcement of his can- 
didacy for the Republican presidential 
nomination will.be made by Secretary 
of Commerce Herbert Hoover within the 
next eight or ten days, it was learned 
on the best authority here last night.

Paris Marks 150th Anniver- 
sary of First French-Amer- 
ican Alliance in 1778. 


(Associated Press.) 


A new arbitration treaty with France, 
signed yesterday under unusual cir- 
cumstances—the a ta of motion 
picture cameras and in the presence of 
a score of newspaper men—marked, in 
the words of the French Ambassador, 
Paul Claudel, the start of a new idea, 
the outlavry of war. 

With the Undersecretary of State, 
Robert E. Olds, he signed and sealed 
the two exchange copies of the new 
treaty. supplanting one negotiated in 
1908 by Secretary Elihu Root and Jules 
J. Jusserand, which expires February 
27. ‘The French Ambassador remarked 
that it was with deep emotion that he 
affixed his seal on the 150th anniver- 
sary of the signing in Paris of the first 
treaty of alliance between America and 
France. 

The treaty for the outlawing of war 
signed yesterday carries out a specifically 
American idea, which M. Claudel char- 
acterized as being both great and prac- 
tical and for which he predicted a 
great future. While the text of the 
agreement was not disclosed, a declara- 
tion for the outlawry of war is known 
to be contained in {ts preamble. The 
treaty will be a model for similar agree- 
ments which the United States intends 
to negotiate with other powers. 

President Coolidge transmitted the 
new French treaty to the Senate with- 
out dlay. After it has been consid- 
ered in executive session its terms will 
be made public.

Dr. Ludwig Also Tells Why U.S. Just Now Is Popular 
in Germany—Teutons to Remain Neutral 
in Next War, He Says. 


The United States is the most popu- 
lar country with Ge ny just now 
declared Dr. Emil Ludwig, the dis- 
tinguished historian and biographer 
who lectured yesterday afternoon be- 
fore a capacity audience in the New 
Masonic Auditorium. 

Dr. Ludwig gave three reasons for 
the present popularity, first, that 
America is far away from Germany; 
secondly that the thought of the 
League of Nations, the salvation of 
Europe originated in Europe and last 
because of the Dawes plan which he 
called the first step of Germany to- 
wards rehabilitation. He said the people 
there admired Vice President Dawes 
and Owen Young greatly. because of 


first by a luncheon given to Ambassa- 
dor Herrick by Foreign Minister Briand, 
and then at a dinner given by the 
France-America committee this eve- 
ning. 

M. Briand and his guests confined 
their celebration to an exchange of 
remarks on the history of Franco-

The dinner was more fruitful of talk. 
Nelson , Cromwell, representing the 
American committee for Franco-Ameri- 
can friendship, the Dude de Broglie, 
and Maurice Bokanowski, minister of 
commerce, made speeches. A letter of 
regret from Ambassador Herrick be- 
cause of his inability to attend was 
read.

Furthermore, Dr. Ludwig asserted 
that there are no symptoms of the re- 
turn. of the monarchy to Germany. 
Since Hindenburg was made president, 
the republic has been much safer, he 
declared. Sports champions are more 
popular now than soldiers in Germany 
and the young people are eagerly adopt- 
ing all forms of sports. 


Message Sent to America. 


M. Bokanowski declared that 
years have not weakened in the French 
soul nor 
people their ardor for the same ideals 
that.motivated them 150 years ago.”

Extension of the life of the Radio 
Commission for another year after 
March 15 was aproved yesterday by the 
Senate as it’s interstate commerce com- 
mittee ordered a favorable report on 
the contested nominations of three 
members of the commission.

It was amended on mo- 
tion of Senator Dill, Democrat, Wash- 
ington, to restrict broadcasting licenses 
to six months. 

Senator Pittman, Democrat, Nevada, 
obtained the amendment limiting the 
terms of the members of the commis- 
sion to two years which would make 
all terms expire next February, after 
the commission goes out of existence 
the present law provides that it shall 
serve in advisory capacity with the 
terms of members ranging from two 
to six years. 

While some protest had been lodged 
with the commission over actions of 
the commission, the three nominations 
finally received unanimous. approval 
from the committee. 

The Watson bill now goes to the 
House where a similar bill is pending.

Mr. Wright wants his claim to being the first 
ever to fly clearly established, and he feels 
that the label on the Langley plane disputes 
this claim, 

By this time, however, there no longer is 
any question in regard to the Wright claim. 
Whether or not the Langley ship was the first 
“capable of flight,’ as the Smithsonian label 
specifies, is questioned, for the proof was ob- 
tained with a motor of later date, but the fact 
that the Wrights were the first actually to fly 
is universally admitted. This year marks the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of that historic first 
flight at Kitty Hawk, N. C., and the Senate 
already has approved a plan to erect upon 
the site a monument for which appropriations 
have been recommended by the President, 

It is to be hoped that the visit of the first 
Wright plane to England will not be perma- 
nent. The ship belongs on American soil, and 
should take its proper place in the Smith- 
sonian Institution. ‘ 


LIFE OF SIR THOMAS MORE, 


In a lecture given recently at the Royal 
Institution, London, by Dr. R. W. Chambers, 
professor of English literature at University 
College, on ‘“‘Some Tudor Biographers,”’ it was 
shown that Tudor biographers were necessari- 
ly partisan, owing to the violent revolutions 
in matters of religion which took place in 
Tudor. times. The lecturer instanced as “a 
great and noble document of Protestant biog- 


| raphy” Foxe’s ‘Acts and Monuments,” gener- 


‘ally known as the “Book of Martyrs.” This 
| book had been advertised with all the re- 
sources of powerful propaganda, and copies 
were placed in the churches for all to read 
as they read their Bibles, and the result was 
that for many+generations Foxe’s work ex- 
ercised unparalleled influence both on English 
religious thought and on the English speech. 
But its excessive popularity has produced the 
reaction that might be expected, for it is in 
danger of passing into that class of book 
which everybody knows by name and nobody 
ever reads. | 

Dr. Chambers also drew attention to a 
biography, written, as he phrased it, by the 
“other party,” namely, the ‘“‘Life of Sir Thomas 
More,”’ by Nicholas Harpsfield, Archdeacon of 
Canterbury. Save for one copy, not yet com- 
pleted, lying in a nunnery in Chelsea, London, 
England possesses no printed copy of this 
biography, although it can claim to be the 
earliest in the English language.

VARIETIES OF CAPITAL PUNISHMENT. 


A series of shocking murders has once more 
turned the entire country’s attention to ade- 
quate and proper means of dealing with crime. 
The arguments about capital punishment, pro 


and con, are rehearsed in the press, from the 
pulpit and on the platform. A recently pub- 
lished survey of other countries reveals that a 
surprising number have abolished the death 
penalty. No less than thirteen have apparently 
concluded, for one reason or another, that it is 
no longer necessary or advisable. They are: 
Norway, Sweden, Portugal, Netherlands; Aus- 
tria, Roumania, Latvia, Lithuania, Argentina, 
Brazil, Colombia, Honduras and Uruguay. In 
Belgium, Denmark and Finland it exists on 
the statute books but is no longer practiced. 
In Switzerland, the federal government itself 
abelished executions; the cantons, however, 
reserved to themselves the right to dispose of 
the question as they saw fit. Fifteen have 
done away with the death penalty and ten 
still retain it. 

In Prussia, executions are still provided for 
by the law, but they are rare accurrences. 
Italy, which had previously abolished capital 


punishment, reintroduced it last year, largely | 


as a result of the repeated attempts upon Mus- 
solini’s life. In Russia, true to type, capital 
punishment is not a penalty for murder, but 
only for political crimes and misdemeanors. 
The methods of execution vary greatly, and 
some of them seem antiquated indeed to the 
American mind. In Russia, the prevailing 
fashion is to shoot; in Spain, to garrote; France 
and some of the German states place their 
faith in the guillotine. Great Britain and the 
British Dominions, as is well known, hang; in 
Prussia they take the ax. This latter mode 
is generally likewise employed by the Chinese. 
’ In America, only eight States have abolished 
the death penalty. Most of the others hang; 
a few use the electric chair; and one, the

INDICTED OW CHARGE 
OF SETTING 2 FIRES 


Blazes at Commission Houses 
and Woodworking Plant 
Attributed to Him. 


FACES 45 YEARS IN JAIL; 


MAY PLEAD AS LUNATIC 


Two Auto Drivers Exonerated 
in Killing of Two Men; 2 
Extortion Charges. 


John J. Fisher, former policeman, of 
716 Roxboro place northwest, confessed 
pyromaniac, now a patient inthe 
psychopathic ward at Gallinger Hospi- 
tal, who is held responsible by the po- 
lice tor the series of incendiary fires 
of January 17, which resulted in dam- 
age exceeding $100,000, was indicted 
yesterday by the grand jury on two 
charges of arson. The district attorney's 
office has under consideration a third 
charge of arson concerning the fire at 
the McDowell mili property on Eck- 


ington place, one of the series of fires. 

One of the indictments against 
Fisher accuses him of having started 
the biaze at the Lank woodworking 
plant at 1319 W street northwest. The 
other indictment deals with the firing 
of the whalesale commission houses at 
206-08 Tenth strect northwest. The 
maxiinmum penalty for arson is 15 years’ 
imprisonment and if the district attor- 
ney’s office is able to secure the con- 
viction of Fisher on the two charges al- 
ready filed and on the third which is 
under consideration, it may mean a 
total stretch of 45 years. However, it is 
possibie that counsel for Fisher may 
demand a lunacy hearing. The district 
attorney’s office, while it recognizes 
the fact that Fisher may be abnormal, 
it draws a distinction between abnor- 
mality and legal responsibility. Fisher 
will probably be arraigned Friday or 
Saturday. 


Wife-Killing Alleged. 


Curtis Johnson, colored, was indicted 
on a charge of manslaughter. He is al- 
leged to have shot his wife, Ishmay 
Johnsen, on October 9, 1927, at 1214 
Twen y-fifth street northwest, during 
a quarvrel.

Both 
charges concern the alleged acceptance 
of money by the policeman from two 
men as an inducement not to arrest 
them for having liquor in a car,

T. Mitchell, colored, on January 17, at 
1031 Thirteenth street southeast. 


Exonerated in Auto Deaths. 


Floyd F. Young, truck driver for the 
Evening Star, was exonerated of a 
charge of homicide in connection with 
the death of Lee Ong, a Chinese, who 
was killed by a Star truck on July 31, 
1927, at Pennsylvania avenue and 
Fourth street southeast. The grand 
jury also exonerated Russell Balderson, 
driver of the automobile which collided 
with a truck of a distributor of The 
Washington Post on Wisconsin avenue 
northwest on October 16, 1927, and 
killed Power Keller, a helper on the 
truck. 

The names of other persons indicted 
and the charges against them will be 
found in the daily legal record of The 
Post. 


$178,903 January Fire 


| Loss Breaks Month Record 


The alleged incendiary fires of Janu- 
ary 16 and 17, for which John J. 
Fisher was arrested, caused the Dis- 
trict’s fire loss for January to break all 
monthly records, according to the 
monthly report made to Fire Chief 
George F. Watson yesterday by Fire 
Marshal Leonard V. Seib. 

The month’s total fire loss was $178,- 
903, of which damage ‘to buildings 
amounted to $66,868 and that to con- 
tents $112,035. Seven fires on the 
night in question, six of which were 
called incendiary by the fire depart- 
ment, caused loss aggregating $80,000. 
of the total loss for the month $121,973 
was covered by insurance. 

Fires during the month numbered 
388 of which 24 caused loss of more 
than $1,000 in each case and 244 caused 
no appreciable loss. Eighteen ‘“neecd- 
less” and 54 false alarms were turned 
in and there were 47 alarms not char- 
acterized either as needless or false 
where no fires were found.

Espionage Is Charged. 


He insisted that the espionage itself, 
the acts committed while it was in 
progress and the purpose for which it 
was carried out must all be considered 
Mr. Burkinshaw, in his review of the 
testimony, insisted that there had, in 
fact, been more than shadowing and 
that the respondents had endeavored 
to obtain information through which 
they might at the proper time “reach” 
the furors. 

“It is not necessary for the Govern- 
ment. to show that the acts committed 
had the effect of obstructing justice,” 
said Mr. O'Leary. “The court is not 
called upon in this case to determine 
that shadowing per se is contempt of 
court. Shadowing in th» sense of ob- 
eervation is not involved. We have 
here jury espionage carried on by de- 
tectives hired by the respondents com- 
ing into the very courtroom itself, look- 
ing up encumbrances on _ property, 
speaking to the mother and father of 
one juror, one juror giving utterances 
to bribe thoughts, the case then on 
trial halted and justice delayed. 


Questioned by Policeman. 


“The activities of these detectives was 
such that at least one of them was 
questioned br a policeman because of 
his actions, and one of the jurors tes- 
tified he saw O'Reilly near his place 
of-employment. By these activities of 
the respondents and their agents it is 
apparent that it is not shadowing alone 
that constitutes this case. 


“Misconduct is a ground for con- 
tempt, and it does not have to obstruct 
or have a tendency to obstruct justice. 
Obviously there was misconduct and 
misbehavior here. Criminality does not 
lose its characteristics by precautions 
to conceal the criminality. There is in 
truth a criminal contempt in cases 
which do not obstruct or tend to ob- 
struct justice.” 

“Was the real purpose of this shad- 
owing to see that the Government did 
not shadow these men,” said Mr. Burk- 
inshaw, “or to see that no one repre- 
senting the Government was near 
enough to prevent the real purpose at 
what was thought the proper time?” 


Cites Case of Juror Here. 


“If Harry Sinclair really wanted to 
know if the Government was seeking to 
approach these jurors, why was it care- 
fully left out of all the edited reports, 
which were being submitted to Day, 
that no one else was shadowing the 
jurors? What did Ruddy mean when 
he wrote that he was having difficulty 
with the clients keeping their feet on 
the ground? 

“The false reports were made for the 
purpose of provoking a mistrial, Mc- 
To whom would 
#uch an outcome have been profitable? 
The question answer itself. 

“It has been contended by counsel 
for the respondents that there was 
nothing in this case but shadowing, 
only surveillance. Was it only that? 
The activities of these agents show that 
they were investigating for the purpose 
of obtaining information more than 
shadowing or surveillance. Were they 
interested when they searched for the 
incumbrance on the héme of Juror 
Kern in trying to determine if Govern- 
ment agents were following him? The 
only reasonable inference is that théy 
were trying to get a line through which 
they might later reach him.”

Carrying several amendments, the 
bill providing for a new child labor law 
for the District of Columbia was favor- 
ably reported to the full House Dis- 
trict committee yesterday by its judi- 
clary subcommittee. 

Most of the amendments were sug- 
gested by circulation managers of the 
local newspapers and by the Western 
Union Telegraph Co. Members of Con- 
gress who worked during their boyhood 
also were in favor of these amendments. 

One amendment lowers the age of 
boys who may deliver newspapers on 
regular routes from 12 to 10 years. An- 
other lowers the minimum age for 
newsboys making street sales from 14 
to 12, and allows~that boys between 14 
and 16 years may work until 7 o'clock 
at night instead of 6 o'clock.

Hacking Out of 40-Foot Cy- 
press Will Be Begun To- 
day by Steere. 


A real Injun totem pole, symbolical 
of eighteen years of Boy Scout history 
in the United States, will be hacked out 
of a 40-foot cypress telegraph pole in 
front of the District Building today and 
tomorrow by James E. Steere, Boy 
Scout executive of Charlotte, N. C., ac- 
cording to an announcement yesterday 
from scout headquarters. 

The exhibition will be a feature of 
the eighteenth anniversary celebration 
of the organization of the scout move- 
ment in America. Steere will first use 
a double-bladed axe in hewing the 
rough outlines of his totem, completing 
the details with a regulation scout axe. 
The pole, which is some 18 inches thick, 
was donated by the Potomac Electric 
Power Co. It is the largest Steere has 
attempted to carve. 

The pole will be given to the Play- 
ground Department of the District, and 
mounted near the Union Station Plaza 
Piaygrounds. Scouts from troops 
throughout the city will be assigned to 
assist Steere after school hours.

Peyton Gordon, district 
attorney, concerning the right of the 
Police Court to arraign, examine and 
commit such minors, which resulted, in 


'one instance, in Assistant District At- 


torney Leo A. Rover and Stephen B. 
Callahan, chief deputy marshal, and 
the superintendent of the National 
Training School for Boys being cited in 
contempt by Judge Kathryn Sellers in 
a case where the district attorney’s of- 


'fice insisted that the Poiice Court had 
| power to examine and commit a colored 


boy under the age of 17. 
Judge Sellers became indignant when 


'Mr. Rover caused the removal of the 


boy from the training school back to 
the jail, from which he had been re- 
moved by order of the Juvenile Court. 


Habeas Corpus Writ Disputed. 


The appellate court infers that {it 
makes very little difference, #@ any, 
which route is taken by the proscecut- 
ing authorities to bring to trial a per- 
son under the age of 17 on a charge 
of committing a felony. The Police 
Court has been examining and com- 
mitting mirors for such offenses since 
1870. The act of Congress of March 19, 
1906, creating the Juvenile Court and 
empowering this tribunal to examine 
and commit minors charged with fel- 
onies, did not rob the Police Court of 
the power to do the same thing, the 
appellate court decided. 

The decision of the latter tribunal 
arises in the case of Harold Reed, a 
colored minor, who sued out a writ of 
habeas corpus to obatin his _ release 
from jail t- which he had been com- 
mitted by the Police Court on a charge 
of housebreaking. Chief Justtce Walter 
I. McCoy of the District Supreme Court 
heard the case and he decided that the 


| Juvenile Court had exclusive jurisdic- 
| tion over Reed and ordered his release 
| from jail and his transfer to the juris- 


diction of the Juvenile Court. An ap- 
peal was taken from this order by Maj. 
Peyton Gordon. The appellate court 
now holds that the Chief Justice was 
in error. 

Juvenile Court Act Cited. 


“Both courts (the Juvenile and the 
Police Courts) have jurisdiction over 


|; minors charged 
,in conflict with the like provisions of 


such juveniles,” the Appellate Court 
said, “and as the provisions of the law 
conferring power upon the Police Court 
to examine, commit or admit to bail 
with felonies are not 


the Juvenile Court act, it follows that.

Juvenile Court act.” 

After Judge Sellers had cited Rover, 
Callahan and the superintendent of 
the National Training School for Boys 
in contempt these officials sought a 
writ of prohibition from Justice Fred- 
erick L. Siddons, of the District Su- 
preme Court to prevent Judge Sellers 
from trying them on the contempt 
charge. Justice Siddons postponed the 
hearing on the petition for the writ
